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CP  OP  PROSPECTS. 
WHEAT 

Official  estimates  of  wheat  production  from  27  countries  rep- 
resenting nearly  86  per  cent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  crop  give  an 
aggregate  of  2,344  million  bushels  compared  with  2,616  million  hush- 
els  produced  by  the  same  countries  last  year,  or  a  reduction  of  about 
10.4  per  cent.     This  includes  estimates  of  all  important  producers  in 
the  Northern  Hemisphere  except  Russia,  China,  Prance  and  Rumania.  Of 
the  27  countries  reporting  only  the  United  States,  Austria,  Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria,  Morocco  and  Chosen  show  increases. 

The  only  change  from  the  wheat  total  last  reported  is  a  further 
slight  reduction  in  the  Hungarian  estimate.     The  production  in  Hungary 
is  reported  to  be  50,295,000  bushels  according  to  the  official  esti- 
mate of  September  3,  as  compared  with  50,440,000  bushels  in  the  previous 
estimate  and  67,705,000  bushels  for  last  year. 

Reports  from  Russia  continue  to  be  conflicting.     Estimates  of 
total  production  of  all  crops  vary  from  48  million  to  58  million  short 
tons.    An  unofficial  report  indicates  that  there  was  an  increase  of  6 
to  8  per  cent  in  the  acreage  of  the  fall  sown  crops  of  1923-24  and  that 
wheat  sowings  had  been  considerably  increased.     Unfavorable  weather 
conditions  have  reduced  yields,  however,  and  even  the  highest  produc- 
tion estimates  are  below  those  of  last  year.     It  is  not  expected  that 
Pussia  will  have  any  wheat  for  export  this  year. 

Wheat  production  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada,  according 
to  the  21st  annual  crop  report  of  the  Manitoba  Tree  Press,  made  Sep- 
tember 15  and  based  on  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  acreages,  is 
placed  at  296,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  267,000,000  bushels,  the 
official  estimate  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  September  10. 
The  Tree  Press  gives  as  probably  the  chief  reason  for  its  high  estimate 
a  new  departure  in  estimating  yields. 
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CROP  PROSPECTS. 
WHEAT, -CONT'D. 

In  view  "of  the  fact  that  almost  all  of  the  land  which  has  "been  abandoned 
was  spring  plowed  or  "stubbled  in"  crop,  the  latter  greatly  preponderating, 
the  Eree  Press  considered  it  unfair  that  the  summer -fallowed  land  and  the 
new  breaking,  which  almost  invariably  was  producing  a  threshable  crop, 
even  in  the  most  dried-out  districts,  should  bear  the  burden  of  the  low 
average  yield  which  would  have  been  necessary  had  all  land  seeded  to  wheat 
been  taken  together.     Eor  that  reason  they  have  been  separated  and  the 
less  fully  cultivated  land  bears,  in  its  average  of  yield,  the  full  burden 
of  land  eliminated  from  this  season's  cutting. 

The  carryover  of  wheat  in  Canada  September  1  was  16,000,000  bush- 
els above  the  estimate  for  the  same  date  last  year.     Total  stocks  for  the 
current  season  including  stocks  in  elevators,  on  farms,  in  mills  and  in 
transit  shipments  amounted  to  28,000,000  bushels  compared  with  12 , 000 , 000 
bushels  reported  on  September  1,  1923. 

_  Rainy  weather  during  harvest  has  caused  considerable  deterioration 

in  the  crops  of  Belgium,  Netherlands  and  Northern  Prance.    Although  it  is 
stated  that  the  yield  in  Prance  may  equal  or  exceed  that  of  last  year  much 
ol  the  harvest  may  be  of  inferior  quality  and  an  increase  in  the  estimated 
import  requirements  seems  probable. 

EeCent  ralns  in  Argentina  and  Australia  have  improved  conditions  of 
the  wheat  crops.     Good  rains  during  August  were  beneficial  to  the  wheat 
crop  m  parts  of  South  Africa.

BARLEY 

Estimates  of  barley  production  from  26  countries  producing  about  84 
per  cent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  crop  amount  to  942,061,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  983,908,000  bushels  harvested  in  the  same  countries  in  1923.  The 
latest  estimate  of  the  Hungarian  crop  places  production  at  15,159,000  bush- 
els against  27,271,000  bushels, the  final  estimate  for  1923. 

OATS 

_    A  slight  increase  in  the  world  oats  crop  is  indicated  by  estimates 
received  from  22  countries  representing  about  84  per  cent  of  the  Northern

CROP  PROSPECTS,  COETC'D. 
COTTON    ...  . 

Egyptian  cotton  production  for  the  1924-25  season  shows  a  slight  in- 
crease over  last  year's  production  according  to  a  radiogram  received  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Rome.     The  estimate  for  this  season  is  placed  at  1,232,000 
hales  of  478  pounds  net,  compared  with  1,213,000  hales  for  last  year. 

The  Egyptian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  reports  concerning  'the  condition 
of  the  cotton  crop  during  the  month  of  August:    "Generally  speaking,  the 
weather  has  improved  during  the  last  month  and  has  been  favorable.  Attacks 
of  bollworms,  together  with  consequent  attacks  of  fungus  diseases,  are  re- 
ported from  all  provinces  with  a  degree  of  severity  higher,  on  the  whole, 
than  last  year.     Slight  attacks  of  minor  pests  and  diseases  have  also  been 
reported  from  some  provinces  where  they  have'"' caused  no  great  damage.  Apart 
from  the  effect  of  unfavorable  conditions  reported  last  month,  now  reflected 
by  the  irregular  opening  of  part  of  the  bolls  and  the  drying  of  others,  the 
usual  harmful  practice  of  overwatering  cotton  has  again  resulted  in  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  boll-shedding  besides  favoring  vegetative  growth  and 
attacks  of  bollworms.     The  crop  is  considered  to  be  somewhat  earlier  than 
last  year.     In  basin  lands,  picking  began  toward  the  middle  of  August,  while 
a  few  early  sown  fields  in  perennially  irrigated  area's  were  also  picked  dur- 
ing the  last  week  of  the  month;  picking,  however,  is  not  expected  to  be  gen- 
eral before  the  middle  of  September." 

Conditions  in  Egypt  during  the  first  part  of  September  were  more  fav- 
orable for  the  cotton  crop  than  during  the  last  of  August.     There  has  been 
some  shedding  in  the  Delta  but  the  insect  attack  does  not  show  the  develop- 
ment which  was  threatened.     Cotton  picked  in  the  Delta  has  been  disappoint- 
ing in  quality,  much  of  it  being  not  fully  developed.     Eirst  lots  of  Sakel- 
larids  have  come  to  market  and  the  staple  is  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 
Pickings  in  Upper  Egypt  are  reported  tc  be  of  average  grade  and  it  is  feared 
that  finest  qualities  will  be  scarce. 

The  Egyptian  government  report  of  acreage  issued  on  August  26  divided 
the  areas  planted  to  various  growths  as  follows:

General  rains  throughout  Indie  greatly  benefited  the  growing  cotton 
crop  during  the  last  part  of  August  and  the  first  of  September.     The  crop 
is  reported  to  be  in  an  excellent  condition  but  it  has  yet  to  pass  through 
its  most  critical  period. 
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CROP  PROSPECTS,  CONT'D. 
ONIONS 

An  official  report  estimates  the  1924  onion  crop  of  Egypt  to  be 
9,621,473  bushels,  a  decrease  of  385,850  "bushels  from  last  year  when  the 
total  crop  amounted  to  10,007,323  "bushels.    According  to  the  declared  ex- 
ports at  the  Consulate  the  United  States  received  only  279,392  bushels  of 
Egyptian  onions  during  the  period  from  September  1,  1923  to  August  31, 
1924  as  compared  with  470,353  bushels  for  the  same  period  the  previous 
season.     The  exports  during  both  seasons  showed  a  marked  increase  in  com- 
parison with  shipments  of  previous  years. 

The  total  onion  crop  of  the  Valencia  district  of  Spain  is  estimated 
to  be  5,702,000  bushels  according  to  a  cable  just  received  from  Consul 
Edwards,  This  is  a  considerable  increase  over  an  earlier  estimate  of 
3,158,000  bushels  sent  by  the  same  Consul.    According  to  a  commercial  esti- 
mate the  total  crop  for  this  province  last  year  amounted  to  3,509,000  bush- 
els.    The  Valencia  onion  crop  represents  practically  the  commercial  crop 
of  Spain.     94  per  cent  of  the  total  exports  from  Spain  during  1920  was. 
from  tha.t  province. 

OLIVE  OIL 

The  1924  olive  oil  crop  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin,  according  to 
a  report  just  received,  is  expected  to  be  better  than  the  average.  This 
prediction  runs  counter  to  the  opinion  prevailing  some  few  weeks  ago.  It 
is  now  believed  that  a  fine  Levantine  crop  will  compensate  for  the  deficit 
in  Tunis,  and  that  the  general  yield  in  Spain  will  compensate  for  the 
shortage  in  Aragon  and  Taragon. 

The  Spanish  crop,  it  is  stated,  will  be  at  least  300,000  tons  of 
oil  with  an  exportable  surplus  of  75,000  tons.     Italy  will  have  possibly 
160,000  tons  and  perhaps  more.     Greece,  including  the  Ionian  Islands  and 
Smyrna,  may  furnish  100,000  tons  of  low  grade  oil  against  140,000  tons 
last  year.     The  Tunisian  crop  will  run  from  18,000  to  25,000  toes,  where 
it  has  amounted  to  50,000  to  60,000  tons.     Home  consumption  will  be  10,000 
or  12,000  tons.     The  crop  in  Algeria  will  not  exceed  10,000  with  possibly 
6,000  available  for  export.     Corsica  may  export  7,000  or  8,000  tons  of 
rather  poor  quality.     Portugal,  with  an  average  crop,  will  have  little  oil 
to  export. 

SOYA  BEANS 

• 

An  estimate  by  the  South  Manchuria  Railway  Co.  of  the  soya  bean  crop 
in  Manchuria  is  reported  by  Vice-Consul  W.  F.  Nason,  Mukden,  China,  to  be 
as  follows:     The  area  is  placed  at  3,674.000  acres  and  production  at 
84,464,000  bushels.     This  estimate  is  probably  based  upon  a  yield  of  98  per 
cent  of  an  average  yield. 
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WCGLD  LIVESTOCK  NEWS 
Svvine 

The  most  interesting  livestock  news  received  from  Europe  this  week  is 
the  official  estimate  from  Denmark  placing  the  number  of  swine  as  of  July  15, 
1924,  at  2,361,777  as  compared  with  2,854,354  last  year,  an  increase  of  only 
6,923  or  0.2  per  cent.     This  represents  an  increase,  however,  of  963,000  or 
50.7  per  cent  over  1922  figures.     The  number  of  sows  is  reported  to  have  de- 
creased from  319,541  to  298,899  or  6.3  per  cent,  while  the  number  of  pigs  from 
2  to  4  months  decreased  from  1,093,178  to  1,074,481  or  1.8  per  cant.  Hogs 
over  4  months  old,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  from  571,761  to  614,082  or  7.4 
per  cent  while  piss  under  two  months  increased  from  855,395  to  858,916  or  an 
increase  of  only  0.4  per  cent.    Excluding  South  Jutland,  the  number  of  gwine 
is  estimated  at  2,589,702  compared  with  2,496,686  within  the  same  territory  m 
1914. 

On  the  basis  of  the  number  of  hogs,  the  outlook  in  Denmark  during  the 
next  few  months  is  for  a  bacon  production  about  eoual  to  that  taking  place  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  period  of  1923,  and  later  some  reduction  in  marketings. 

'The  increase  in  the  number  of  swine  in  Denmark  is  small  in  comparison 
with  the  increase  from  2,611,606  to  3,227,100  in  England  and  Wales,  Denmark's 
principal  market  for  pork  products.     There  was  a  decrease  of  20,742  in  the 
number  of  breeding  sows  in  Denmark,  wherea.s  an  increase  of  60,300  occurred  in 
England  and  "Wales.     No  statistics  have  as  yet  been  received  from  Ireland,  but 
it  is  expected  that  the  returns  will  show  an  increase.     The  total  number  of 
hogs  in  all  Ireland  in  June,  1923,  was  1,345,651  or  308,925  more  than  in  the 
preceding  year  and  40,013  more  than  in  1914. 

•The  British  Government  has  decided  to  make  a  grant  towards  experimental 
work  in  pig  breeding  and  feeding.     This  aid  has  come  as  a  result  of  much  agita- 
tion by  British  pig  breeders  who  appeared  to  be  quite  generally  convinced  that 
if  properly  conducted,  the  British  pig  industry  can  be  made  profitable  in  spite 
of  keen  foreign  competition.     The  Government  grant  is  to  be  supplemented  by 
funds  raised  by  the  National  Council  of  Pig  Breeders  and  already  a  substantial 
sum  has  been  subscribed. 

Sheep 

The  estimated  number  of  ewes  reserved  for  spring  and  summer  lambing  in 
New  South  Jales  is  reported  to  be  4,739,000  as  compared  with  3,554,000  in  1923; 
4,^14,000  in  1922:  4,329,000  in  1921;  and  3,712,000  in  1920.     It  is  expected, 
as  stated  in  a  previous  issue  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,"  that  about 
3,301,000  lambs  will  be  marked  or  about  70  per  cent  of  the  number  of  ewes  mated. 
If  the  lambingc  come  up  to  expectations,  this  will  be  a  record  year  for  spring 
and  summer  lambing. 

The  Sansinena  Company  of  Argentina,  estimates  the  exports  of  frozen  sheep 
and  lambs  from  South  America  from  January  1  to  July  31,  1324,  at  2,791,183  com- 
pared with  2,869,871  for  the  same  period  last  year;  the  frozen  beef  exported  is 
given  as  3,993,169  quarters  or  2,029.459  quarters  more  than  last  year;  chilled 
beef  exports  for  the  same  period  are  estimated  at  3,185,842  quarters  compared 
with  2,877,877  during  the  period  January  to  July,  1923.     These  figures  are  ex- 
clusive of  exports  from  Brazil. 
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BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 

Frices  realized  for  .American  apples  on  British  markets  during;  the  week 
ending  September  22,  1.924,  were  ahout  the  same  as  the  returns  reported  for 
the  corresponding  week  in  the  1923-24  season.     E.  A.  Foley,  the  American 
Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London  cables  the  following  prices:    At  London: 
C-ravenstein,  $2.90  to  $3.79  per  box;  Wealthy,  $4.68  to  $5.13  per  bbl.  ,  and 
C-ravenstein,  $3.02  to  $6.91  per  bbl.     At  Liverpool:    York  Imperial  $4.68  to 
$8.03  per  bbl.;  Ben  Davis  and  C-ano ,  $5.35  to  $6.69  per  bbl.;  all  grades  Yel- 
low Newtown  (poor  condition)  $4.24  to  $6.69  per  bbl.;  King  Davis  and  Jonathan, 
$6.91  per  bbl.;  Wine sap  $5.57  to  $6.69  per  bbl.;  Western  Duchess  $3.79  to 
$5.35  per  bbl.;  California  Gravenstein  $3.57  to  $3,91  per  box;  Fancy  Kings 
$3.18  to  $3.44;  Oregon  Yellow  Newtown,  $3.24  to  $3.57  per  box. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  export  shipments  made  thus  far  has 
consisted  of  immature,  and  undersized  fruit.     The  Trices  returned  therefore 
are  not  comparable  with  those  realized  for  .the  best  grades  of  the  sane  vari- 
eties in  the  markets  of  the  United  States.  .  It  is  even  doubtful,  considering 
the  high  cost  of  transportation,  whether  any  profit  has  been  realized  on  ex- 
ports to  date.  '  The  export  shipments,  however ,  have  served  to  relieve ' domes- 
tic markets,  thus  stabilizing  prices  of  the  best  grades.     The  . International 
Apple  Shippers  Association  reports  111,668  barrels  and  334,490  boxes  as  the 
total  shipments  of  apples  from  the  United  States  and  Canada  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season  to  September  13. 

GERMAN  HOG  PRICES  AT  33SI  EDGE,  RECEIPTS  HEAVIER 

The  features  of  the  German  hog  situation  for  the  week  ending  Septem- 
ber 24  were  a  rise  in  hog  prices  at  Berlin,  to  a  new  high  average  of  $17.97 
per  100  pounds,  as  compared  with  $17.45  last  week,  and  an  increase  in  re- 
ceipts at  14  important  markets  from  40,500  last  week  to  50,600  this  week. 
The  average  receipts  for  the  past  eight  weeks  have  been  around  45,000.  Lard 
prices  at  Hamburg  continued  steady  at  about  $16.55  per  100  pounds,  and  Berlin 
margarine  prices  were  unchanged  at  about  $13.30. 

LONDON  BUTTER  MARKET  FIRM  WITH  UB7ARD  TENDENCY 

The  London  butter  market  on  September  25  was  firm  for  all  grades  with 
a  tendency  toward  higher  prices,  according  to  the  Department's  weekly  cable 
from  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London.     Quotations  converted  at  ex- 
change of  the  day  were  as  follows:

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EUROPEAN  COUNTRIES  RESTRICTING  GRAIN  EXPORTS 


The  prospect  of  a  smaller  world  supply  of  "bread  grains  than  last  year, 
with  consequent  higher  prices,  is  causing  many  European  governments  to  take 
steps  to  protect  their  own  supplies.     Italy  and.  France  have  lowered  the  im- 
port duties  on  foreign  grain  and  Italy  has  restricted  the  export  of  grain  and 
grain  products.     Germany  and  Poland  which  for  a  time  permitted  limited  ex- 
ports of  grain  are  again  refusing  to  issue  export  licenses.     These  measures 
indicate  considerable  concern  on  the  part  of  government  officials  as  to  the 
grain  situation  during  the  coming  winter,  which  may  conceivably  lead  to  re- 
imposition  of  milling  restrictions  and  the  encouragement  of  substitution  which 
will  decrease  the  per  capita  bread  consumption.     In  any  case,  these  restric- 
tions on  exports  will  probably  lead  to  an  increased  demand  for  direct  imports 
from  overseas  into  countries  like  Switzerland,  which  ordinarily  take  large 
quantities  of  breadstuff s  from  neighboring  countries,  although  the  total 
amount  of  grain  imported  into  Europe  is  not  likely  to  show  any  material  in- 
crease . 

EATS  AND  OIL  TRADE  OF  UNITED  KINGDOM. 

Net  imports  of  oils  and  fats,  including  lard,  butter,  margarine,  and 
lard  substitutes  into  the  United  Kingdom,  during  the  first  eight  months  of 
1924  amounted  to  1,586,216,000  lbs.,  exceeding  those  of  the  same  period  for 
last  year  by  35,943,000  lbs.     The  net  imports  for  the  month  of  August  this 
year  amounted  to  211,445,000  lbs.  against  213,154,000  lbs.  during  August, 
1923. 


Markets  on  the  whole  were  very  firm  during  August,  the  demand  generally 
having  been  ahead  of  the  supply,  chiefly  as  a  result,  it  is  said,  of  the  suc- 
cessful conclusion  of  the  London  Conference,  which  had  considerable  effect  in 
reestablishing  confidence  in  the  trade. 

The  following  table  summarizes  the  British  foreign  trade  in  fats,  oils 
and  oilseeds,  the  latter  having  been  converted  into  their  oil  equivalent,  for 
the  first  eight  months  of  1923  and  1924.

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OLIVE  OIL  PRODUCTION  IE  THE  MED ITERPANEAN  BASIN  ABOVE  AVERAGE. 

A  report  on  the  1924  olive  oil  crop  in  the  Meditteranean  basin  has 
just  been  received  from  Consul  Wesley  Erost  at  Marseilles,  who  says  that, 
"while  the  olive  oil  trade  as  a  rule  prefers  not  to  formulate  definite 
estimates  for  the  olive  crop  before  the  latter  part  of  September,  the  situ- 
ation this  year  seems  fairly  clear,   so  that  certain  prognostications  can 
already  be  ventured. 

The  olive  oil  yield  in  the  Mediterranean  basin  this  summer  is  ex- 
pected to  be  rather  better  than  the  average;  and  with  a  large  cotton  crop 
in  the  United  States  it  seems  possible  that  prices  may  not-  maintain  their 
present  firmness. 

This  prediction  runs  counter  to  the  opinion  prevailing  some  few 
weeks  ago,  when  the  extreme  drought  in  Tunis  and  the  unseasonable  frosts 
in  northern  Spain  were  believed  to  have  badly  damaged  the  year's  olive  pros- 
pects.    It  is  now  believed  that  the  fine  Levantine  crop  will  compensate  for 
the  Tunisian  deficit,  and  that  the  general  yield  in  Spain  will  compensate 
for  the  shortage  in  Aragon  and  Taragon." 

Estimates  by  Countries 

"The  leading  country  is  of  course.  Spain;  and  the  Spanish  crop  as  a 
whole  will  be  well  up  to  normal.     It  is  said  that  at  least  300.000  metric 
tons  of  olive  oil  will  be  produced;  and  while  the  domestic  consumption  is 
constantly  rising,  there  should  be  an  exportable  surplus  of  some  75,000 
tons . 

The  second  producer,  Italy,  is  reported  to  present  an  exceedingly 
favorable  situation.     The  worms  which  last  year  resulted  in  a  high  average 
acidity  (as  high  as  5  or  6  per  cent  average)  have  not  made  their  appearance; 
and  the  summer  rain  storms,  although  accompanied  by  too  much  wind,  have  been 
very  beneficial.    An  estimate  of  160,000  tons  of  oil  has  been  hazarded  by 
one  dealer,  and  another  dealer  is  still  more  optimistic. 

'The  third  producer  this  year  will  be  Greece,  with  the  Ionian  Islands 
(notably  Mytilene)  and  the  Smyrna  region,  which  altogether  may  furnish 
100,000  tons,  as  compared  with  some  40,000  tons  last  year.     The  Greek  oil, 
however,  is  of  low  grade,  and  will  not  replace  the  table  oil  which  will  be 
lacking  in  Tunis. 

Tunis,  which  has  produced  as  high  as  50,000  or  60,000  tons,  will 
this  year  not  turn  out  more  than  18,000  to  25,000  tons,  as  the  season  has 
been  disastrously  dry.     Her  production  last  year  was  hardly  greater,  however, 
so  that  the  trade  is  prepared  to  deal  with  the  conditions  resulting.  The 
domestic  consumption  will  perhaps  reach  10,000  or  12,000  tons. 
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OLIVE  OIL  PRODUCTION  IN  THE  MEDICEBIANEAK  BASIS  ABOVE  AVERAGE , -CONT 'D. 

The  Algerian  crop,  similarly  affected.  Toy  the  heat,  especially  around 
Oran,  will  hardly  exceed  10,000  tons,  it  is  said,  of  which  perhaps  6,000^ 
tons  will  be  available  for  exportation.     If  prices  of  peanut  oil  should,  oe 
low  the  North  African  consumption  will  turn  to  peanut  oil,  "both  in  Algeria 
and  Tunis,  so  that  slightly  larger  .quant it ies  of  olive  oil  aay  he  shipped 
to  Prance.     The  Moroccan  olive  crop  will  'be  almost  nil,  a.nd  will  he  com- 
pletely absorbed  at  home. 

Corsica  has  a  good  crop  this  year,  and  may  expert  as  much  as  7,000 
or  8,000  tons;  but  the  quality  will  be  low  and  the  acidity  pronounced.  Like 
Greek  oil,  the  Corsican  oil  will  in  the  main  be  refined  ana  neutralized  to 
give  a  low-grade  edible  product  or  raw  material  for  soap  and  other  indus- 
tries. 

Little  is  known  here  about  the  Portuguese  crop;  but  assuming  it  to 
be  up  to  the  average  there  will  be  little  exportation,  sines  lecci  consump- 
tion and  sardine  canning  will  take  up  the  greater  portion  of  the  supply." 

Consul  Frost  also  states  that  if  the  dollar  sinks  in  international 
exchange  value  the  demands  from  the  United  States  may  be  weak,  and  franc 
prices  will  almost  certainly  fall.     On  the  other  hand  if  the  franc  does  not 
continue  to  improve  the  prices  here  stand  a  better  chance  to  remain  strong."

U.  S.  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  FOR  JULY  AND  AUGUST 


The  aggregate  value  of  the  principal  agricultural  exports  for 
July  and  August,  I92I+,  was  nearly  $10,000,000  greater  than  in  the  same 
months  of  I923.     This  increase  is  more  than  accounted  for  by  an  increase 
of  $15,000,000  in  the  value  of  cotton  exports.    Exports  of  meat  and  meat 
products  are  slightly  lower  than  in  the  same  months  of  last  year.  Tobacco 
exports  are  considerably  lower  both  in  quantity  and  value.     Wheat  exports 
for  the  two  months  are  about  the  same  as  last  year,  but  August  wheat  ship- 
ments this  year  show  a  very  large  increase  over  July. 

Index  numbers  of  volume  of  agricultural  exports  computed  on  the 
basis  of  1+1+  leading  commodities  show  a  definite  increase  in  August  over 
the  July  figures.     This  increase  is  largely  seasonal,  due  to  the  beginning 
of  exports  from  the  new  crops  of  cotton  and  wheat.     Meat  exports  show  some 
decrease  below  July  and  also  below  August  of  last  year,  although  they  are 
still  above  the  exports  of  August,  1Q22.

Exports  of  canned  milk  from  the  United  States  during  July  and 
August  this  year  amounted  tc  JO, OOO, 000  pounds  as  compared  with  22,000,000 
pounds  during  the  same  period  last  year.     The  increase  is  almost  entirely 
accounted  for  "by  exports  to  Germany  of  more  than  8,000,000  pounds  of 
evaporated  milk.     Decreased  imports  of  cheese  to  the  extent  of  about 
1,3P0,000  pounds  are  accounted  for  chiefly  "by  a  decrease  in  imports  from 
Italy  and  the  Netherlands,  our  principal  sources  of  supply.-   Cur  total 
imports  of  butter  amounted  to  1,325,000  pounds  or  only  one -half  as  much 
as  was  received  from  abroad. during  the  corresponding  two  months  of  1923- 
Most  of  the  decrease  was  due  to  a  decline  of  1,126,000  pounds  in  imports 
from  Denmark.
